The  first  volume  of“  Translation  of  Albert  Barnes 
Omnmentaries  on  the  New  Testament,  into  French 
by  N.  Roussel,”  has  been  issued  at  Paris. 

Lammennais*  work  upon  ”  Dante,  bis  life,  opinions 
and  works,”  is  to  be  published,  edited  by  M 
Forguee.  The  last  years  of  the  life  of  this  brilliant 
writer  were  spent  upon  this  important  publication. 

It  contains  a  translation  of  the  “  Divine  Comedy.' 

The  third  volume  of  the  French  edition  of  Cal 
vln’s  Commentaries  on  the  New  Testament,  is  out, 
embracing  Romans,  Corinthians,  Galatians  and 
Ephesians.  This  is  the  first  complete  edition  ever 
published  in  France.  The  French  literary  journals 
commend  the  work  highly,  as  they  do  also,  the  new 
new  edition  of  Calvin’s  "  Letters,”  so  carefully  pre 
pared  by  Bonnet 

Brugseh’s  essay  on  the  “  Demotic  Language  ” 
ancient  Egypt,  is  an  important  contribution  to  the 
history  of  the  Egyptian  language.  The  Demotic  he 
shows  to  be  between  the  hieroglyphic  (hieratic) 
and  later  Coptic,  connecting  the  two.  It  prevailed 
ftem  700  B.  C.,  to  A.  D  ,  300.  This  work  is  the  fruit 
of  long  research.  M.  Biugsch  began  bis  studies 
while  in  the  gymnasium.  He  spent  several  years 
in  Egypt.  Hfs  grammar  is  issued  under  the  royal 
patronage.  Its  thirteen  plates  give  specimens  of  the 
language  in  all  its  stages.  The  cost  is  about  twenty 
dcdlars. 

Miss  Fanny  Corbaux,  so  ifell  known  for  her  in 
veeligations  in  Egyptian  history,  has  an  luliclo 
the  April  number  of  the  “  Journal  of  Sacred  Litera' 
tore,”  on  the  Miracle  of  the  Passage  of  the  Dead 
Sea,”  in  which  she  comes  to  the  following  conclU' 
Sion :  ''  First,  that  the  Lord  by  the  blast  of  his 
nostiils  caused  the  waters  to  be  collected  together, 
•onewhere  else  than  at  the  head  of  the  gulf. 
Secondly,  that  in  consequence,  the  fiowtng  u>aiers_ 
(the  tidal  current),  stood  apart  or  ofiT,  u  if  removed 
altogether  from  the  part  of  the  sea,  where  the 
Israelites  passed  it.  ^irdly,  while  during  the  lull 
of  the  ebb,  the  deep  waters  on  both  sides  of  the 
path  formed  on  the  shallow  they  crossed,  were 
fil'  d  er  motionless  in  their  deep  bed,  the  heart  of 
the  sea.”

Camaiercial  Crisis. 

The  chief  items  In  the  English  news  are  the  rise 
in  the  rate  of  interest,  from  5  to  6l  per  cent,  which 
took,  place  on  the  4th.  A  good  deal  of  commercial 
uneasiness  has  resulted. 

The  Prefect  of  Police  of  Paris  issued,  on  Oct.  1st, 
a  decree  regulating  the  price  of  butcher’s  meat  in 
that  city,  which  had  caused  much  exdtement.  The 
price  will  be  fixed  every  fortnight  for  every  kind  of 
meat.  Com  has  reached  its  maximum  price. 

CavBlry  Victory  of  the  Allies. 

Marshal  Palisder  reports,  on  the  Ist  inst.,  that  a 
brilliant  contest  of  cavalry  was  fought  on  the  29th 
ult,  at  Eoughil,  five  leagues  notheast  of  Eu;atoria, 
in  which  the  Rusrian  cavalry,  commanded  by  Gen¬ 
eral  Korf,  wore  defeated  by  the  French  cavalry, 
under  General  Allonville.  Six  guns,  twelve  amun- 
ition  wagons,  and  a  campaign  forge,  with  all  the  ap¬ 
purtenances,  and  160  prisoners,  of  whom  two  were 
ofiScers,  were  captured,  besides  205  horses  of  the 
Russian  Hnlans.  Fifty  of  the  Russians  were  killed ; 
amtmg  them  waa  Colonel  Androwsky.  Of  the  French, 
six  were  killed  and  twenty  seven  wounded. 

PrlHce  CtortschakoflT’s  Despatch. 
Intelligence  has  been  received  at  St.  Petersbnrg 
from  Prince  Gortsebakoff  which  brings  news  from 
the  Crimea  up  to  the  3rd  inst.  The  Prince  reports 
that  “  yesterday”  (Oct.  2Qd,)  “  the  enemy  effected 
a  movement  against  our  left  fiank,  and  then  with¬ 
drew.  Our  advanced  posts  still  occupy  their  former 
line.  Nothing  has  yet  been  undertaken  against  the 
northern  forts.” 

Decaratieas. 

Major  General  Wyndham  is  likely  to  be  placed  at 
the  head  of  of  a  division  in  the  Crimea.  The  Grand 
Cross  of  the  Bath  has,  it  is  said,  been  conferred  on 
General  Simpson.  Marshal  Pelissier  has  received 
the  same  decoration  of  the  Queen,  and  his  Majesty, 
the  Emperor  of  the  French,  has  further  awarded  to 
General  Simpson  the  Grand  Cross  of  the  Legion  of 
Honor. 

Bombardaicnt  af  the  IVerth  Side. 

The  Allies  are  reported  to  have  established  120 
mortars  at  Sebastopol,  with  which  it  waa  expected 
they  would  soon  render  the  north  side  untenable. 

The  detachments  of  French  and  English  troops 
are  quartered  in  Sebastopol,  and  from  thence  the 
Allied  armies  of  operation  threaten  the  Russian 
army,  both  from  Eupatotia  and  Bacdar.  The  French 
cavalry,  under  General  d’Allonville,  defeated  the 
Russians  near  Eapatoria,  on  the  29tb.  Russian  lors 
— fidkilled  and  106  prisoners;  French,  6  killed  and 
27  wounded.  A  tough  campaign  is  expected,  as  the 
Russians  are  making  tremendous  preparations,  and 
the  Emperor  himself  is  at  Odessa.  The  fieet  has 
sailed  from  Sebastopol  on  a  secret  expedition,  it  is 
supposed  either  to  Nickolaieff  or  Odessa. 

Kars  still  held  out,  according  to  last  accounts, 
though  the  provisions  were  nearly  exhausted.  It 
was  expected,  however,  that  the  snow  would  com¬ 
pel  the  Russians  soon  to  retire. 

The  semi-official  Austrian  coircspondet.t  pub¬ 
lishes  news  from  Constantinople,  of  the  27 ih  ult., 
to  the  effect  that  the  Russians  before  Ears  had  cap¬ 
tured  a  Turkish  convoy  of  provisions,  destined  for 
the  garrison,  together  with  1,000  horses  and  300 
men. 

The  Czar’s  Visit  t«  the  Crinira. 

The  8t.  Petersbnrg  journals  announce  the  return 
of  the  Empress  from  Moscow,  and  of  the  Grand 
Duchess  and  their  children. 

A  letter  from  Odessa,  of  the  30lh  ult.,  says  the 
Czar  is  expected  there  on  the  7th  Oct. 

Accounts  have  been  received  from  Constantinople 
to  the  24th  of  September.  13,000  men  of  the  Anglo- 
Turkish  contingent  have  left  for  Varna,  where  they 
will  take  up  their  winter  quarters.  Omar  Pasha  is 
concentrating  50,000  men  near  Chefkatil,  a  fort  on 
the  frontier  of  Asia,  which  the  Turks  took  from  the 
Russians  at  the  commencement  of  the  war. 

In  the  British  army.  Generals  Combermere,  Earl 
of  Strafford,  and  Viscount  Hardicge,  have  been  made 
Field  Marshals. 

Royal  ITfarriage. 

The  probability  of  a  marriage  between  the  Prin¬ 
cess  Royal  of  England,  eldest  daughter  of  Queen 
Victoria,  and  Prince  Frederick  William  of  Prussia, 
heir  apparent  after  his  father  and  uncle  to  the  throne, 
was  very  warmly  canvassed  in  the  United  Kingdom. 

The  people  were  violently  opposed  to  the  royal 
arrangement,  now  said  to  be  completed.  Prussia 
was  looked  on  merely  as  a  Russian  Province— and  if 
the  marriage  took  place  the  Princess  of  England  if 
true  to  ber  husband,  must  be  a  traitor  to  her  country. 
The  London  Times  says ; — 

“  Why  should  we  place  a  daughter  of  England  in 
situation  in  which  devotion  to  her  husband  must 
be  treason  to  her  country  7  Why  distract  her  mind 
between  wishes  for  the  welfare  of  the  family  which 
she  has  left,  and  that  into  which  she  is  to  be 
received  7 

Italy. 

The  taking  of  Sebastopol  has  caused  the  greatest 
excit«ment  in  Naples ;  the  people  are  full  of  joy  at 
the  news,  but  are  obliged  to  smother  their  feelings. 
The  royalists  are  terrified.  Banquets  have  been 
held  at  the  English,  French  and  Sardinian  embassies 
with  great  pomp.  St.  Elmo,  Gaeta  and  Capua  are 
now  being  strongly  fortified ;  great  activity  Is  shown 
in  constructing  the  necessary  works  by  day  and 
night.  Also  in  Pescara,  to  which  place  a  strong 
body  of  troops  has  been  sent,  and  another  body  is 
about  to  be  despatched  to  the  Roman  confines.  Bat¬ 
teries  level  with  the  sea  are  in  course  of  construction 
at  various  points  of  the  coast  near  Naples.  The 
Ring,  thrognh  an  agent,  G.  Pescantini,  has  with¬ 
drawn  his  capital  moneys  from  the  Gran  Libro, 
National  Bank,  and  invested  them  in  Amsterdam 
and  America.  These  withirawals  have  caused  a 
panic  in  the  Exchange,  and  produced  a  fall  of  two 
per  cent  in  the  funds,  as  well  as  several  failures 
among  the  merchants.

A  bill  was  read  in  the  Spanish  Cortes  on  the  3rd 
inst.,  fixing  the  contingent  ef  the  army  for  1866  at 
0,000  men.  The  Cortes  approved  a  bill  admitting 
political  refugees  into  Spain.  No  further  bulletins 
have  been  issued  respecting  the  Queen’s  health 
which  has  so  much  improved  that  her  Majesty  has 
determined  to  return  forthwith  to  Madrid.  The 
troops  and  National  Guards  are  to  form  on  the  cc 
casion.  It  is  stated  that  the  Duke  de  la  Victoria  re¬ 
turned  from  the  Esenrial,  completely  satisfied  with 
the  conference  which  he  had  with  the  Queen,  and 
that  all  difficulties  in  that  quarter  are  now  at  an  end.

The  young  King  of  Portugal  is  rendering  him¬ 
self  more  popular  with  the  troops  and  people  gene¬ 
rally,  by  visiting  barracks,  hospitals,  &c.,  when 
least  expected,  and  not  sparing  his  censures  of  un¬ 
satisfactory  rations  or  other  irregularities. 

Pope  aad  Eaipvrar. 

It  was  stated  in  Milan,  that  His  Holiness,  the 
Pope,  lately  received  a  letter  from  the  ^Jmperor 
the  French,  in  which  he  was  reminded  of  the  strin¬ 
gent  reasons  which  render  a  series  of  reasonable 
reforms  necessary,  such  as  were  recommended 
the  letter  of  August  18, 1849,  from  the  then  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Republic,  delivered  to  the  Pope  by  M 
Edgar  Ney.  The  measures  recommended  were, 
general  amnesty,  the  secularization  of  the  adminis¬ 
tration,  the  code  Napoleon,  and  a  liberal  govern¬ 
ment.  It  is  added  that  His  Holiness  replied  that 
he  was  not  adverse  to  granting  his  subjects  certain 
reforms,  calculated  to  secure  the  peace  of  the 
country  without  sacrificing  his  dignity  or  that  of 
the  Holy  See.  To  this  reply,  it  is  rumored,  that  an 
answer  has  been  received  which  has  not  proved 
palatable  to  the  Holy  See.

The  Mexican  revolution,  after  long  struggles  and 
varied  fortunes,  has  become  a  triumph  in  the  olec- 
slon  of  Gen.  Alvarez,  the  Indian  Chief,  as  President, 
with  the  consent  of  the  garrison  of  Mexico,  and  the 
adhesion  cf  Ger,  Comonfort,  who  is  d  midedly  the 
ablest  man  on  the  stage  at  present.  The  plan  of 
Ayntia,  which  is  based  upon  the  federation  of  the 
several  departments,  has  been  adopted.  The  most 
reliable  reports  intimate  that  the  occnparcy  of  the 
Presidential  chair  by  Alvarez  will  be  temporary,  as 
he  is  nnfic  for  the  office,  thoogh  nndeniably  brave 
aod  able  as  a  warrior.  He  will  probably  give  place  to 
Comonfort,  who  is  both  warrior  and  statesman ;  and 
under  whose  auspices  the  revolution  promises  to  be 
fmitfnl  of  good  to  this  distracted  country. 

Another  of  those  terrible  calamities  by  fire  which 
too  frequently  startle  the  community,  ocenrred  in 
Slate  street  In  this  city  on  Friday  last,  at  an  early 
hour.  A  fire  broke  out  in  bnilding  No.  12,  about 
two  o’clock  in  the  morning.  It  waa  a  most  calami- 
tons  one.  Three  women  and  two  children  were 
burned  or  suffocated  to  death,  and  another  woman, 
fatally  burned,  was  conveyed  to  the  New  York  Hos¬ 
pital,  where  she  still  lingers.  The  bnilding,  a  fonr 
story  brick  one,  was  occupied  by  a  family  on  each 
floor.  The  remaining  inmates  escaped  with  the 
greatest  difificnlty. 

At  665  Broadway,  on  Thursday  night,  there  was 
a  wholesale  arrest  of  the  disciples  of  the  new  doc¬ 
trine  of  free  loves.  Many  of  them  are  apparently 
highly  respectably.  Albert  Brisbane  was  among 
the  arrested.  In  consequence  of  rumors  in  the 
streets  that  the  police  were  watching  the  premises, 
a  large  crowd  was  gathered  in  front,  and  when  the 
prisoners  were  brought  out  they  were  greeted  with 
boots  and  yells,  and  a  mob  of  rowdies  followed 
them  to  the  station  house.  Fonr  men  wefe  com¬ 
mitted  to  the  cells,  namely;  Albert  Brisbane 
for  disorderly  conduct;  Thomas  Ilarland,  assault 
and  battery  on  an  officer,  and  keeping  a  disorderly 
house ;  John  Henderson,  interfering  with  the  police; 
Benjamin  Henderson,  attempting  to  rescue  a  pri¬ 
soner.

Withont  hearing  the  petition  our 
modern  Jeffries  ruled  thatWilllaraEon  bad  a  right  to  ! 
apply  to  the  Court  to  purge  himself  from  contempt, 
but  this  must  be  the  first  step.  The  petition  not 
being  such  purgation,  bat  apparently  a  kind  of  re¬ 
monstrance  against  his  imprisonment,  ho  conid  not 
receive  it,  but  upon  reasonable  notice  would  hear 
counsel  upon  any  preliminary  question.  After  an 
argument  by  Mr.  Meredith  on  behalf  of  Willamson,
